By the time the 
life savers reached shore with both 
bodies, Dr: Wright of the yacht Wanderer 
had arrived on the scene, and a few moments 
later Dr. Thurston, who happened to be at 
the club, came, and together they worked 
over the prostrate forms for more than two 
hours, but failed to bring one @ spark of 
life. 

Girl Liyed in West Selisen. 

Miss Haakman lived at 541 Pullman avenue 
in West Pullman, and is said to have been 
18 years old. The young man Olson boarded 
at Sixty-first and May streets, but whether 
or. not his parents live in the city the Dylice 
were unable to ascertain.

“He is being held under $25,000 bonds,” 
said Mr. Wayman, “and undér no circum- 
stances will I permit him to leave the jail.” 

Neither the brother nor Murphy cared to 
deposit the $25,000 necessary, and, in the 
event that they had showed a disposition to 
put up that amount, it is declared the pris- 
oner’s bond would have been immediately 
raised. It is the desire of the state's attor- 
ney and the police that Sharkey stay where 
he is until a thorough investigation is made. 


Agent Identifies Sharkey. 


Sharkey has been positively identified as 
tte man who received the box of dynamite 
last Saturday in Morgan Park, according 
to Capt. O’Brien. The captain of detectives 
went to the county jail with Station Agent 
Brack and his assistant, who have charge of 
the Morgan Park station, and had the pris- 
oner brought into a light corridor where his 
every feature was discernable. 

“That's the man who receipted for the 
dynamite,’’ Brack is declared to have said. 
“I could pick him out of a thousand men. 
His facé is not easily mistaken.’’ 

Capt3o0’ Brien arrived at his offices early in 
the day and immediately began preparations 
for a conference with State’s Attorney Way- 

1, ahd also a siege of questioning with 
harkey. The latter spent a bad night in 
the county jail, and it was believed he would 
break down and confess when brought be- 
fore-Mr. Wayman and the police officials. 

When the prisoner was. taken into the 
prosecutor's office every effort was made to 
avoid interruption. Detective Loula_ of the 
state’s attorney’s staff guarded the door 
leading to Mr. Wayman’s private office and 
refused to permit any onetoenter. Even the 
assistant state’s attorneys who had impor- 
tant-cases in court and desired to see Mr. 
‘Wayman were refused admittance. Sharkey 
was taken from. the jail to the Criminal Court 
building. by Deputy Sheriff W. P. Holden. 


Sharkey Plied wifh Questions. 


Some mystery was added to the conference 
when it was learned that R. Michaelson, a 
policeman of Morgan Park, was present while 
Sharkey was being plied with questions. 
Michaelson left the building, however, after a 
few minutes’ conversation with Mr. Wayman. 
He returned later in the afternoon and, it is 
said, gave considerable information r rd- 
ing the career of the prisoner during the last 
year. Michaelson is said to have led the de- 
tectives to the place where Sharkey was ar-

Wayman, said he was going to see that his 
client got a “ square deal.”’ 

** While I am in sympathy with the efforts 
of the police to trace the authorship of 
these bomb outrages,” said he, “Il also want 
my client to have a fair show. Whether he 
is guilty or not, no one knows. He tells me 
that he is innocent of the charges and this 
he should be considered until proved guiity.’’ 


Tells of Secret Gamblers’ Wire. 

A. J. Beers, custodian of the building at 
113 Madison street, close to the scene of the 
last explosion, talked further in the evening 
about having seen two men stringing a wire 
across roofs in the block without authority 
on the morning preceding the explosion. 

“There is no reason to suppoBe they were 
not taking the wire to a poolréom justi be- 
cause no room is discoverable now.’’ said 
Custodian Beers. ‘ All evidence that an of- 
fice has been occupied as a poolroom can be 
removed in a short time. The gamblers may 
be said to carry a-telephone in their pockets 
and drag their wire around after them. 

*T]T rather think I would know at least 
one of the men who was stringing wire Sun- 
day should I see him again. Both men Were 
young and wore clean jumpers like any men 
who might be engaged in wiring. The one 
I remember was a blonde, I think, and looked 
like an American.

Now 
comes the really serious proposition—the in- 
dictment of the trust and the men prominent 
in its affairs on criminal charges, charges 
so grave that punishment may be a prison 
sentence, . : 

There is every reason to believe six indict- 
ments of individuals connected with the trust 
are in the hards of the proper officers today, 
and it was intimated they probably would be 
handed down tomorrow.

Chung Sing Accused by Ex- 


pressthen as Being Man Who 
Stood Beside Trunk. 


RAVES IN A TANTRUM. 


But Informants Stick to State- 
ments and Puncture Story 
of Chinese. 


New York, June 980.—[Special.}-—Chung 
Sing and his stary—the story which the po- 
lice worked out of him last week after many 
threats and some Mttle persuasion of not an 
ungentle sort—bubbled up to the surface 
again today. 

Sing, who has been at the house of deten- 
tion ever since he was brought down to 
New York from West Galway, whither he 
had fled soon after Elsie Sigel was murdered 
in a hall bedroom on Eighth avenue, was 
called upon during’ the day by two express- 
men and a taxicab chauffeur, the state- 
ments of all of whom had to do with the jour- 
neyings of Leon Ling’s black trunk. Sing‘s 
story had two or three mole holes shot into F.

Chinese Offers a Denial. 

“ Hello,” said he, ‘‘ I’ve seen you before.” 

“What?” said Sing rolling over, “ you 
see me?’’ 

““ Yes,” persisted the truckman, “ I’ve seen 
you. I saw you standing beside a trunk on 
that afternoon on Eighth avenue when we 
came to take it away. You bossed the job.” 

Chung Sing didn’t like that. He squealed 
in a Chinese tantrum. He had never seen 
Logan ,before, he maintained, and didn’t 
have anything to do with moving the trunk. 
But his denials by no means shook Logan's 
conviction that he had seen Sing standing 
in a mean little hall bedroom on the after- 
noon of the murder. 


Sing’s own story as he told it bit by bit to 


the police and Deputy Assistant District 
Attorney Ward was that he had seen Leon 
Ling pack the body of Elsie Sigel in the 
trunk and that the sight was so dreadful to 


him he had pattered off downstairs to get: 


away from it. 


Say Sing Stood Beside Trunk. 

‘Lhe story which the expressmen tell is 
that when’ they reached the fourth floor of 
the chop suey house at 782 Kighth avenue 
in answer to the call of: a Chinese whom 
they believe to have been Leon Ling they 
found Chung Sing standing beside the trunk, 
and they add that there was a slim, nervous 
little man hiding in a shadow. They say 
further that that Chinese was Leon Ling 
himself. And as they were taking the trunk 
downstairs they saw in the next room four 
more Chinese all with long queues. 

Directions as to where the trunk should go 
came from Chung Sing himself, it was said. 

A man named Luria, a chauffeur for the 
New York Taxicab company, and the one 
who drove to Newark early on the morning 
of June 10, picking up his fare at 370 West 
One Hundred and Twenty-sixth street, and 
leaving him and his heavy trunk at the chop 
suey house of Li Sing, was taken to the House 
of Detention to see whether or not Chung 
Sing was the man who was inside of his taxi- 
cab. Luria was sure after he had looked at 
the face of the Chinese at the House of De- 
tention that he was not the same yellow man 
whom he carried to Newark. P 


Ling Not on the Manchuria.

The village officials figured out after they 
had passed the ordinance that they have in- 
creasec! the annua! revenue $10,000. as there 
are eighteen cemeteries under the jurisdic- 
tion of the village board and twenty-five 
| bodies are buried each day in’ these. 
and Forest Home 
are the principal cemeteries, while several 
Jewish burying grounds are ajso inside the 
boundaries of the village. The method of 
the Jewish people in burying their dead with 
a few inches of earth to cover the grave is 
prohibited by the ordinance. 


Fine for Violating Ordinance. 


Any person who fails to comply with the 
provisions of the ordinance will be subject 
to a fine of not less than $5 or more ‘than 
$200.

The body was found only a few 
feet from shore and nomarksof violence was 
discernible. I think he was a laborer, for 
he had cheap clothing on and appeared to 
be a hard working man.”

“HERESY” IS HIS” SUBJECT. 


Harsh Criticism of Those Who Think. 


Differently Censured. 


Those who indulge in violent attacks on 
persons holding views different from their ‘ 


own, were arraigned last night by Prof. 
Charles R: Barnes of the University of Chi- 


cago in an address on “ Heresy.” Although’ 


he did not mention the case of Prof. George 
B. Foster and his recent expulsion from the 
Baptist ministers’ conference, his auditors 
considered that the address was intended to 
be a reply to the ministers who ousted the 
university instructor. This was the first pub- 
‘lic address by a member of the Midway 
faculty that might be considered as, bearing 
on the question. 


“Without exception the ad nees in 
thought have been made by the men. who 
baw ahead of their times,” said Prof. Barnes. 

Church organizations should consider prog- 
ress in thought just as scientific societies do. 
When the electron theory supplanted the 
atomic there was no general outburst of 
passion against the change. There were no 
indignation meetings of the scientific socte- 
ties, but instead the scientists considered the 


whole matter ,On ita merits judg - 
cordingly. -_ _ 


Church ‘Action Less Sane. | 

“* Church: organizations do not behave as 
Sanely as the Scientists. But one thing is 
certain. We shall never gain anything by 
or slander of: any 
man who has a new truth to propound. | We 
must consider what he has to offer. | We 
must match it with what we have at the time. 
We must come to the new theory with an 
open mind and a judicial attitude. . Every- 
thing rhust be done calmly. If we are con- 
vinced that the new proposition is better 
than the old, we should give way toit. We 
must be ever ready to be broadened.”’ 

The Rev, Johnston Myers again said he 
would urge the removal of Prof. Foster from 
the University of Chicago faculty. Dr. 
Myers was indignant at Prof. Theodore 
Soares’ action ‘in giving out the letter written 
to him by President Judson of the university, 


Two Versions of Letter. 

Prof. Foster said the real contents of the 
letter, as made public by Prof. Soares, were 
different. from the version reported by Dr, 
Myers. 

“These things which have been brought 
out by Prof. Soares are the exact opposite 
of what Dr. Myers said was contained in the 
letter,” Prof. Foster said. ‘“‘ Why did he 
misrepresent the facts in the first place?’’ 

Prof. Foster will give an address at the 
Abraham Lincoln Center Sunday morning. 
The subject will be *“‘ A.Free People.’’

POLICE CHIEF MAY QUIT. 
| Duffy Case and Alleged Malad- 


ministration in Brooklyn 
Cause of Action.: 


New York, June 30.—[Special.]—Mayor Me- 
Cleilan. has upheld Supreme Court Justice 
Gaynor’s charges that Police Commissioner 
Bingham was guilty of injustice and oppres- 
Sion in retaining the picture of George B. 
Duffy in the rogues’ gallery. The mayor or- 
dered the police official to remove the photo- 
gSraph of the boy from the rogues’ gallery 
and return all photogrephs, negatives, and 


-Bertillon measurements of the young man to 


his father. 


Then the mayor created a new position, 
that of “inspector at large,’’ with powers 
equal at least to the commissioner's, and ap 
pointed Thomas J. Kelly to the job. 

McClellan has ordered Bingham tod send 
First Deputy Commissioner Baker tack to 
Brooklyn with full authority over the bor- 
ough, and has ordered Third Deputy Com- 
missioner Hansen and Secretary Slattery re- 
moved from office. The latter two were fired 
because of their activities in the Duffy case, 
primarily, Hanson, however, was ‘in bad ” 
in other directions, the mayor saying: “ An- 
onther reason which led me to make thie or- 
der in regard to Deputy Commissioner Han- 
son is complaints brought to my attention 
that by his abusive language, lack of con- 
trol, imability to exercise judicial functions, 
he has cost the city of New York many thou- 
sands of dollars by the removal of police 
officials on charges, but whom the courts 
reinstated because of. evidence of passion, 
prejudice, artd partiality exércised by this 
deputy commissioner.”’ 


Inspectors Are Reduced. 

The mayor reduces Borough Inspector Rus- 
sell of Brooklyn and Queens to the rank of 
captain and makes Inspector Hollahan a 
borough inspector in Russell’s place. Hollo- 
han’s promotion is a reward of merit, Dis- 
trict Attorney Clarke of Kings county tell- 
ing the mayor wat Hollahan was the only 
officer in.authofrity who aided him in the 
trial of Policeman Dillon for murder, all 
other officers trying their best to protect the 
accused man. 5 

In order to make sure that the new. men 
shall be better than those deposed the mayor 
ordered the police commissioner: to submit 
to him for approval the names of the captains 
the commissioner desires to be made inspec- 
tors and the names of inspectors to be re- 
duced to eaptains. He gave the police com- 
missioner until 6 o’clock tomorrow morning 
to carry out these orders. 

City hall reporters were so sure this even- 
ing that.Commisisoner Bingham would re- 
sign promptly that they already had selected 
as his successor Park Commissioner Henry 
Smith. Commissioner Smith has been in and 
out of the mayor's office two or three times 
a day for the last few days, several of the 
conferences lasting an hour or more. 


k Say He Will Not Resign. 

In other quarters it is asserted positively 
that Bingham will not resign. On the con- 
trary, it is said, the police comissioner will 
refuse to recognize the mayor’s right todwarf 
his authority and to make appointments for 
him, 

The mayor eft for Princeton late in the 
afternoon before the report was ordered re- 
leased from his office. Commissioner Bing- 
ham had the document in his hands shortly 
after 6 o'clock, He declined to make any 
statement whatever. . 

The mayor's review of the Duffy case is 
jengthy, occupying sixty printed pages. It 
begins with an acknowledgment of the re- 


} administration 
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summary of the testimony of policemen who 

appeared before the mayor, the testimony 

of young Duffy, the character witness who 

appeared for him, and affidavits submitted in. 
case. «=. 


Finds Fault with Five Arrests. 


The mayor found the first four arrests 
of the young man to be without proper 
cause and the fifth arrest unreasonable. So 
far as the charges of depravity made against 


mene boy by policemen are concerned the mayor | 


o Two officers, named Clarke and Tunney, 
both made affidavits to the effect that, the 
Duffy boy had admitted to them he had been 
suilty of a certain form of depravity. This 
admission, although made to both officers 
over @ year ago, never resulted in an arrest 
and only presented a defense for these five 
arrests after the investigation was started 
by me. The charge now made, if the admis- 
sion is true, should have led to the arrest 
then and there.’’ 

Many allegations, the mayor states, were 


made in different affidavits submitted by the | 


police that Duffy was in the habit of associat- 
ing with other boys that had been arrested 
or were known as bad boys. This statement, ° 
the mayor concludes, even if true, cannot 
justify the retention of the boy’s picture in 
the rogues’. gallery. 

‘I am not aware,” the mayor continues, 
“that even the police authorities ever have 
contended that a man’s photograph should 
be taken and retained in the gallery merely 
poor of men he happens to associate 
Ww » “ 


Flays the Professional Police. 


After reviewing court. décisions which 
have a bearing on Duffy’s case, the mayor 
States: 

“After thinking over this. matter-with the 
greatest care, I am led to the conclusion as 
mayor of the city of New York I shouldn't 
order the police to stop taking photographs of 
people arrested and accused of crime or who 
are indicted by grand juries. That grave in- 
justice may occur the Duffy case has demon- 
strated, but I \feel that inefficiency and mal- 
f the police department in 
the borough of Brooklyn has been the cause 
of injury to the Duffy boy which hela this 
branch of the force up to public condemna- 
tion and reproach. I have again and again 
suggested to the police commissioner the ne- 
cessity of not leaving this great subdivision 
of New York City under*control of profes- 
sional police officers; I have argued to 
\the utmost the necessity to have as head of 
large divisions of the police a civilian re- 
moyed. from the so-called ‘ system’ as far ag 
possible who can intelligently check the ex- 
cess of power and ever growing desire of the 
professional policeman to become arrogant 
and overbearing to the citizens of whom he is 
a& servant: 

“ The late decision of the Court of Appeals 
affirming Justice Burd in his commitment 
of the head of the detective force in Brooklyn 
tor contempt of court, public condemnation 
by District Attorney Clarke of the so-called 
‘system’ in a murder trial where police 
officers sought te protect a criminal in their 
own ranks instead of aiding the prosecuting 
officer to bring the prisoner to the bar, as well 
as the facts in the Duffy case, lead me to the 
inevitable conclusion that the experiment of 
the police commissioner in reducing Brooklyn 
to the rank of a precinct with a professional] 
policeman in charge is an absolute failure. 

“The defiance by Acting Capt. Kuhne 
of a writ of habeas corpus almost thwarted 
the efforts of the district attorney to bring 
the policeman to the bar of justice for mur- 
der and have him tried by a jury and is con- 
clusive evidence against the commissioner’s 
experiment. For these reasons I have de- 
cided to overrule the commissioner on his 
theory of administration in the department 
of Brooklyn.” 


Gaynor Flays Police Department. 

St. James, L. I1., June 30—[Special. ]—Su- 
preme Court Justice William J. Gaynor when 
told by reporters of Mayor McClellan's ac- 
tion refused to go into personalities, but 
everlastingly whacked at the police depart- 
ment. 

Justice Gaynor says he can name at least 
five police rulers who have gone Out of their 
offices millionaires in the last fifteen or 
twenty years. He says: ‘ The great thing 
is that it has been established in the person 
of this weak and uninfluential milk boy. that 
there is no place under our system of govern- 
ment for theautocrat. Oursisa government 
of laws, not of men.

Former Head of University 
Is Given Two Degrees. 


GRADUATES NUMBER 3867. 


Western States; Chicago Is 
| Represented. 


Boston, Mass., June 80.— [Special.]}—Har- 
vard’s commencement exercises © today 
brought out a smaller number of graduates 
than in recent years and, incidentally, fewer 
men who are world-famous were given honor 
degrees than usual. 

Ex-President Charles William Eliot, who 
this week was elected president emeritus of 
the university, was given not only the hon- 
| Orary degree of doctor of laws, but was also 
given the honorary degree of doctor of medi- 
cine, which is most unusual, the commenting 
sentence ofthe new president of the univer- 
sity being: ‘‘ He found the medical school 
brick, and left it m.@ble.” 

Exclusive of the honorary degrees, those 
conferred numbered 867. Of these 807 were 
the bachelor degree in arts and 66 the bachelor 
degree in science. There were 105 candidates 
for the degree of master of arts, 37 for doctor 
of philosophy, 52 for doctor of medicine, and 
165 for bachelor of law. There were i0 de- 
grees granted in dentistry, 12 in theology, 
4 in forestry, and a number of scattering 
degrees. 


Degrees for Some Who Shorten Work. 


Of the 397 bachelor degree in arts, 335 
went to the members of the classs of 1908, the 
others being given either ‘‘ out of course ”’ 
or to juniors who have done four years’ work 
in three. 

The commencement day program was car- 
ried out in all its ancient formality, even to 
including the besworded sheriffs of Middle- 
sex and Suffolk in the procession to Sanders 
theater and the escorting of the governor and 
lieutenant governor to the college by a com- 
ppany of lancers.

Retiring Members Lose Opportu- 
nity to Fight Text Book In- 
vestigation Report.

Peacefully and quietly, and with no oppor-

As the minutes after 8 o’clock rolled by with 
only four Dunne members, John J. Sonsteby, 
Wiley W. Mills, Louis F, Post, and Dr. John 
Guerin, and President Otto C. Schneider, 
Theodore W. Robinson, and Joseph Downey 
in their places, visions of a final stormy 
session went glimmering. A 

The Dunne members came prepared to 
make their final appearance on the board a 
lively one. The text book report, pronouncing 
the flat failure of the text book investigation 
and which produced the stormy session two 
weeks ago, was scheduled to:come up again 
for final action. The Dunne members were 
prepared to fight the majority report tooth 
and nail. When a quorum failed to develop 
John J: Sonsteby and Wiley W. Mills charged 
that it was an infamous plot on tne part of 
the majority to retire the Dunne members 
without giving them a chance for the final 
word. : 


“Plan to Get Rid of Us.” 

“There are enough members of the board 
in the city to constitute a quorum,” declared 
Mr. Sonsteby. ‘‘ Their absence simply is a 
plan to get us out of the way before the text 
book report comes.up. The mayor's appoint- 
ments probably will be read at the council 
meeting next Tuesday night and the new 
members will be sworn in at the next meet- 
ing. It is a clever plan to get rid of us ata 
time when we are particularly in the way 
of the wishes of the majority.” . 

Mr. Sonsteby made a valiant.effort to hold 


the meeting in the hope of Gnally getting a 


quorum. Secretary Lewis E. Larson called 
the roll. Seven members responded. 
“There is not a quorum present, gentle- 
men,’ declared President Schneider. ‘‘ What 
is your pleasure?”’ : 
**Move we adjourn to meet a week from 
tonight,’’ offered Mr. Robinson. 
“Adjourned,’’ declared President Schneider. 


Loses Plea for Roll Call. 

* But, Mr. President, we ought to have a 
roll call on that motion,” interrupfttd Mr. 
Sonsteby. ‘“ There is important business to 
be transacted tqnight. At least we should 
take a recess—more members may show up. 
Let’s have a rol! call.” 

“There isn’t a quorum, so there can’t be 
an official roll call,’’ responded President 
Schneider. ‘We stand adjourned.’

Would Rather Remain than 
Go to Peoria Diocese. 


ALL HIS FRIENDS HERE. 


Chancellor Declares He Will 
Obey Decision of Pope When 
Officially Notified.

Loath to leave Chicago, where he has 
worked out so many problems for the Cath- 
olic church and his friends, the Rev. Ed- 
mund M. Dunne, chancellor of the archdio- 
cese of Chicago, and, according to dispatches 
from Rome, the bishop elect of Peoria, sat in 
the parlor of his home at 33388 Wabash avenue 
last: night not altogether a happy man. 

Friends dropped into congratulate him 
on his appointment, the télephone rang re- 
peatedly, and messenger boys brought him 
numerous messages of good wishes. Never- 
theless Father Dunne was not only reticent 
but he also seemed more or less unsatisfied. 

The diocese of Peoria covers three times 
the area the diocese of Chicago does, and 
is second only in importance to that of Chi- 
cago. Priests seldom receive such appoint- 
ments, especially when they are resident in 
another diocese. Of the list of those con- 
sidered for bishop of Peoria Father Dunne 
was the only one residing outside of that 
diocese. 


Would Be Glad to Remain Here. 

~s haven’ t been officially informed of the 
honor,” hé said, ‘‘and if the press reports 
should prove incorrect I would be glad to re- 
main here. In fact, I would rather stay here. 
I was born here and I have always lived in 
Chicago with the exception of the years of 
study I spent.in Europe. 

‘It would be easier work, probably, in the 
diocese of Peoria, but I am not looking for 
that. I don’t know any one there and I'm 


1 not sure the good people of the diocese of 


Peoria would be as ple@sed to have me as 
they would some of their own. 

‘Bishop Spalding has a national reputa~- 
tion and it wouki: be hard for me to fill his 
shoes. 

‘‘T have told some of my friends that I dis- 
like to leave, and I can say that [ hope I 
shall not have to go.”’ 

Probably no one was prouder of the honor 
bestowed on Father Dunne than the clergy~- 
man’s mother, who lives with him. Mrs, 
Dunne, however, was no more enthusiastio 
than her son about leaving Chicago. 


Best Beloved Priest in City. 

Father: Dunne probably is the best beloved 
Catholic clergyman in Chicago. From the 
time he was born in the old North Franklin 
street house, his rise has been rapid. He is 
master of six languages—lItalian, French, 
German, Spanish, Polish, and English. He 
has preached in italian, French, German, and 
English. 

Father Dunne wae born Feb. 2, 184. He 
attended the Moseley school at Michigan ave- 
nue and Twenty-fourth street, and went to 
St. Ignatius college. From here he took up 
wofk at Niagara university, near Buffalo, 
N. Y., and in 1881 he was a student in Bel- 
gium. Then he went to Louvain university 
in Belgium. 

On June 4, 1887, he was ordained a priest 
there and in the fall he went to Rome, where 
he entered the Gregorian university. 

Father Dunne came back to Chicago ina 
1890 and became assistant pastor’of St. 
Columbkill’s church at Paulina street and 
Grand avenue. In 1898 he built the Church 
of the Guardian Angel at Forquer and Des- 
plaines streets. Here he remained until 
1905 when Sepeetinnees ‘peter made him 
chancellor of bis

full in the ninth inning. 


which illustrates the ironical vagaries of the 
popular pest!me that the man who twice in 
as many days was honored with the call of 
desperation as sub batter should himself need 
a sub swatter after having driven home two- 
thirds of the runs in the game. There was 
more irony of fate in the fact that the high 
drive which Davis hit for Fiene yesterday 
wasn’t worth the price of the wind it dis- 
turbed, but would have won the sad game 
with Detroit a day or two before with great 
ease and dispatch. It is a great and glorious 
privilege, that of having the second guess 
instead of having to muke It first. 

That Fiene was not returned victor over the 
combined hurling of Rube Waddell and Jack 
Powell was due wholly to a yillain by the 
name of Criss, who added to his already glis- 
tening rep. as a pinch hitter by swatting a 
three bagger over first base in the sixth in- 
ning, scoring Browns from third and second 
with the runs that won the battle. Criss hit 
that ball so. fast no one could tell exactly 
whether it was foul or fair when it shot past 
Isbell’s station, but when & man can hit the 
ball-as hard as that he is entitled to the 
benefit of the doubt. It is a long time since 
we have seen a ball travel that fast, which 
statement is a bit misleading, inasmuch ag 
we didn’t see it until just before Hahn over- 
took it out by the bleachers. 


Guess Once, Guéss Twice. 

Based wholly on the reputation which Criss 
bears, the idea occurs that it, might have 
been more like the discretion which is a major 
ingredient of valor ifthe pinch star had been 
passed right there with only two men on and two 
out. But here again it is the secord guess that 
is the easy one to make and the said Criss wasn’t 
at all. dangerous the day before. 

The. Sox hit Waddell and Powell for more safeties 
than the Browns could get but McAleer’s men hit 
theirs farther and in more timely spots as a 
rule and in addition Fiene was consicerably more 
generous than either of his rivals. 

Wadiell was the performer during the see saw 
interval of five innings when one never knew 
which club would be in the lead next. After 
Crise spilled two runs over in the sixth Powell 
took command and, when once warmed up, held 
the game safely. He had to take a second spell 
on the warming; pan, however, for after the sixth 
inning in which the Sox would have tied the game 
up on him if Parent had not failed to sacrifice, 
McAleer ordered Big Jack to loosen up all over 
again. 

The Browns scored first in a walk in the first 
inning. Fiene passed Hartzell and Hoffman before 
he could locate the pan. Griggs sacrificed and 
Ferris fouled out. Wallace followed with a reso- 
nant single into left so hard that only Hartzell 
could score on ft,. Jones groundered out. 
Comiskey’s men tied it up in their second. 
Parent led with a single to center and was bunted 
to second by. Purtell, who perished for the cause. 
Tannehill drove home the tally with a smash to 
center, then wae caught at second in a miscued 
hit and run play with Atz. Jakey followed this 
with a scratch single and stole second, but Sulll- 
van fanned. 

St. Louis forged a run ahead again in the fifth. 
Two were out before it happened and Hartzell 
was the trouble maker with a double shot into 
right. Hoffman poled a safety to left which scored 
the run, although Parent’s throw home might 
bave nailed it if Sullivan had held the ball.

In the local half Fiene won his laurels. Ats 
worked Rube for a pass and was sacrificed ahead 
by Sullivan. Fiene whipped a drive over Griggs’ 
head for three bases, scoring Jakey. Louis fol- 
lowed across the pan with the run that might have 
won when Hahn soaked a simgle through’ the 
close drawn infield.

Isbell opened om big Jack with a single and 
Parent bunted hard to Ferris, forcing Issy at 
secend. Purtell followed with a safety which 
ought to have tied up the count, but didn’t. Tan- 
nehill swatted into a double play to Ferris. 

Fiene held down the Browns in the remaining 
thrée innings, although @ scratch triple by Hoft- 
man, partly due to White's misjudgment and partly 
to Isbell’s interference with the runner at first 
base, came near counting something in the sey- 
enth. Again.in the ninth Smith tried to make the 
game safe and got as far as third base with two 
out, only to be cut down at the pan when he tried 
the double steal with Hoffman. 

Powell did not let a White Sox on in the seventh 
or eighth, but the ninth was a narrow squeak for 
him. Parent again -led the assault with a single 
to center. Purtell bunted him ahead and was out 
himeelf. Tannehill groundered out, and it Was up 
to Ata. Powell tried to work him, and walked bim 
instead. Then Daring David was sent to the 
rescue in Sullivan’s stead, and a hot one smote him 
on the daring. ankle. That filled the bases, with 
two out, and it was Fiene’s turn to bat, with a 
record of having fanned twice .and three baggered 
once.

NO POWER IN MATTER 


Clubs Ordered to Keep Hands Off 
Players Under Contract to 
Semi-Pro Teams. 


Cincinnati, O., Nie 80.—Carl Lundgren, 
former Cub pitcher, won a moral victory 
over President Murphy today when the na- 
tional commission acted upon his appeal for 
@ share in the $10,000 bonus recently given 
by the Chicago National league club for its 
third league pennant. Whether or not it 
‘will prove a substantial victory remains te 
be seen. ! 

The commission's verdict regarding Luné- 
gren’s complaint against President Murphy 
and the Chicago club is in effect that every 
member of the Chicago National league team 
who was certified on Sept. 1, 1908, as being 
eligible to participate in the world’s series 
of last fall should be allowed to share in the 
$10,000 given by Murphy to members of the 
team for winning the third pennant. 

The commission holds, how , that ithas 
no power to make a binding decisi6n in the 
matter, but does make the recommendation 
already stated and adds that “there is ap- 
parently justice and equity im the claim” 
set up by Lundgren. 

If President Murphy bows to the opinion 
expressed by the national commission, a thor- 
ough revision of the division of the spoils already 
made will be necessary. To be guided by the com- 
mission's ruling would entail giving a share of 
the $10,000 bonus not only to Lundgren, but algo te 
Fraser, Slagle, and Kling, who were equally active 
in landing the third National league pennant for 
Chicago. It also would mean including Durbin 
and Marshal, who also were eligible to the world’s 
series of 1908, but who were given only one-third 
each of a player’s share in the world’s series m- 
ceipts, the other third going to Trainer Semmens

THE CORPORATION TAX. 

_ When Senator Aldrich reported ‘his tar- 
iff bill to the senate he said, “ unhesitat- 
ingly,” that it would produce enough 
with the internal revenue taxes to meat 
the expenses of the government without 
the imposition of. additional taxes. Now 


rhe admits that it will not for two or 


three years. To head off an income tax 
amendment, which would produce no rev- 
enue, and to take care of coming deficits 
the’ senator asks that a corporation tax 
be imposed. 

That the tariff bill ‘will not produce 
enough revenue for two or three years is 
Senator Aldrich’s fault. He has loaded 
it down with prohibitive duties. If they 
were lowered importations and revenues 
would increase. To that he and the sena- 
torial majority which stands behind him 
will not consent. So there has to be some 


new tax. | 
President Taft has recommended a 2 


per cent tax upon the net earnings of cor- 
porations—an excise tax upon the privi- 
lege to do business granted them by the 
states. That such a tax would yield over 
$50,000,000 a year is admitted. As a law- 
yer, President Taft is sure of its consti- 
tutionality. He favors it also because 
of the federal supervision which woule 
have,to be exercised, in order to make 
the law: effective, over the “ business 
transactions of al] corporations.” 

Few are the measures which would not 
at once commend themselves to the pub- 
lic when indorsed by President Taft, for 
all recognize the soundness of his judg- 
ment as well as the sincerity of his mo- 
tives. This corporation tax is one of the 
few. The arguments against it are: 

(1) It would mean inequality in taxa- 
tion. A corporation carrying on a par 
ticular business would be taxed, while a 
partnership of individual carrying on the 
same businéss would be exempt. A man 
like Mr. Carnegie,. with his fortune in 
bonds, would estape, while the incomes 
of thousands of smal) stockholders in big 
and little corporations would be cut 
down. 

(2) It would be double taxation in the 
ease of corporations which are taxed by 
states or municipalities on account of the 
special privileges which the national gov- 
ernment did not confer, but which it is 
now proposed to tax.* 

(3) The tax would be inimical to the 
interests of the country in that it would 
discourage the use of the convenient cor- 
porate method of carrying on business. 
The business of the country is largely 
transacted by corporations, not merely by 
the great ones which are in the public 
eye, and with which the public is some- 
times angry, but also by tens of thou- 
sands of smaller ones which never are 
complained of and which should not be 
specially taxed becguse they do business 
in a particular way. : 

(4) That while the federal supervision of 
corporations engaged in interstate com- 
merce, which has often been urged by 
President Taft, may be desirable, 
thing which looks in the direction of fea- 
eral supervision of corporations doing an 
intrastate or purely local business is not 
They should be regulated, if 
they. need regulation, by the states that 
created. them. | 

(5) The tax would not yield .reyenue 
during the years of deficit. While the 
president is convinced of its constitution- 
ality, the‘ question would be taken into 
the courts and would not be disposed of 
offhand. i 

(6) Senator Aldrich says the tax wi!l 
be only a temporary one, for its continu- 
ance would destroy the protective systern 
because of the great revenue it would 
provide. It is harder to repeal such a 
tax than to impose it. Congress would 
be reluctant to surrender a tax whose 
proceeds ministered to congressional ex- 
travagance. ' 

These are some of the objections to the 
corporation tax. To stamp taxes, which 
would bring in revenue at once, because 
their constitutionality is undisputed, there 
would be no popular objection. They 
would take care of the deficit’ which 
would come in the wake of the Aldrich 
bill... They would be widely distributed, 
equitable, and unfelt. They should be 
substituted for the corporation tax,

ter of which but little has been per- 
mitted to reach the public. It is known 
that King Victor Emmanuel! bitterly resents 
the failure of Emperor Francis Joseph to 
return at Rome the visits paid by his grand- 
father, the late King Victor Emmanuel, in 
1878, and by King Humbert and Queen Mar- 
guerite ten years later. ) : 

The excuse given for this neglect was the 
opposition of the papacy to the visit of any 
Roman Catholic sovereign to the courtof the 
quirinal, and the anxiety of Emperor Francis 
Joseph to refrain from giving any offense to 
the pope. The kings of Spain and Portugal, 
of Saxony, of Roumania, and of Belgium 
havd been obliged to accept the precedent set 
by Francis Joseph, and in this fashion the 


‘quirinal has been virtually boycotted by all 


the Roman Catholic rulers of Europe—that 
is to say, by the monarchs who are corelig- 
ionists of the king and queen of Italy—the 
only exception being Ferdinand of Bulgaria, 
who is under the ban of the Roman Catho- 
lic church. : 

Much pressure has been brought to bear at 
one time and another upon the papacy in or- 
der to induce it to withdraw from its posi- 
tion with regard to the visits of Roman Cath- 
olic sovereigns to the quirinal. The kaiser, 
King Edward, and others are said to have in- 
terceded with Leo XIII. and with the pres- 
ent pontiff, urging that since the holy father 
was willing to accept visits from nonCath- 
olic rulers, who were staying at the quirinal 
as the guests of the king and queen of Italy, 
he should accord the same privilege to the 
foreign rulers subject to his spiritual su- 
premacy. Leo XIIL turned .a deaf ear to 
these appeals.

Quite recently Pius X., who seems disposed 


,to show himself less intransigeant towards 


the quirinal than his two immediate prede- 
cessors in the chair of St. Peter,.was led by 
these requests to confidentially sdund the 
emperor of Austria as to whether he was 
really anxious to visit the court of the quiri- 
nal, and he was given to understand that in 
that event the holy father might. be disposed 
to give way. . 

The answer which has now reached the 
vatican ie to the effect that neither the Aus- 
trian monarch nor yet his heir apparent 
really wish to visit the court of the quirinal, 
and that far from desiring a remova) by the 
pope of his prohibition of such a visit such 
action on his part would prove a source of 
considerable embarrassment to the imperial 
house of Hapsburg.

The latter has never made any pretense of 
concealing his unfriendly sentiments to- 
wards the reigning house of Italy, while his 
personal dislike of King Victor Emmanuel 
dates from the time of Queen Victdria's dia- 
mond jubilee in 1897, when there was no end 
of unpleasantness between the then crown 
prince of Italy and the archduke, on the 
score of precedence, all the tact*and diplo- 
macy of King Edward being needed to 


smooth over matters to such an extent that 


the quarrel should not mar the success of 
the celebration. 

Sooner or later this animosity between Aus- 
tria’s future emperor and Italy's king is 
bound to develop intoa war. For their sen- 
timents towards one another are quite in 
keeping with the deep rooted antagonism

He married a daughter of the sovereign 
duke of Burgundy. Under Henry: VIII., the 
head of the house of Rice (or, as it was 
spelled then, Rhys), husband of Lady Cath- 
erine Howard, daughter of the second duke 
of Norfobk, was beheaded for treason, and 
his vast estates were escheated to the crown. 
Though the attainder was removed under 
Edward VI., only a fragment of the old 
princely domain was restored to his de- 
scendants.

The family has been in the possession of 
the Dynevor castle estate from time imme- 
morial. The ancient castle itself, which 
dominates the vale of Towy, in Carmarthen- 
shire, is in ruins, and the modern mansion, 
which was built a little dver a hundred years 
ago, has little pretensions to beauty, though 
its setting, the noble park, with its majestic 
trees many kundreds of years old, is magnifi- 
cent. The peerage of Lord Dynevor, who is 
the most inveterate of globe trotters, dates 
from the early part of the reign of George 
Ill. Lord Dynevor has had a number of ad- 
ventures while traveling, and was just leav- 
ing San Francisco when the éarthquake took 
place there three years ago, escaping with 
no other loss than ¢hat of his silk high hat, 
which, along with its'leather hatbox, per- 
ished in the catastrophe. 

His daughter's marriage te Dr. Bird re- 
calls the fact that her former engagement 
to William Llewelyn, son'and heir of that 
fine old Welsh baronet, Sir John Llewelyn, 
ended in a tragedy. Al) preparations had 
been made for the wedding, when a few days 
previous to the date on which it was to have 
taken place young Liewelyn was found dead 
in the woods of Penllergare, his father's 
country seat in Wales, shot through the 
heart. 

The circumstances of his death have al- 
ways remained shrouded in a good deai of 
mystery. For although he started out from 
the house in the morning in the best of 
spirits with a party of friends, he seems to 
have drifted away from them, and was out 
of touch with the remainder of the party 
when he received his death wound, whether 
from his own hand or from that of another 
no one has ever been able to tell.

Chicago’s Fourth in 1853. 


Chicago, June 30.—{ Editor of The Tribune. } 
—The celebration of the Fourth of July was 
an event for Chicago in 1858. A public ex- 
hibition ef fireworks on the lake front was 
provided by the city. The fireworks were 
prepared and exhibited by Paul W. Gillett 
and his partner, Frank E Deming. The 
amount paid to them by the city for the ex- 
hibition was $1,000. ¢ 

Mr. Gillett wes a chemist, and when the 
city officials sought for some one to prepare 
the fireworks for the celebration his firm was 
chosen to do it. It was a grand success, the 
people thronged to the lake front and en- 
thusiastically enjoyed the display. which 
wae, I understand, the first free public exhi- 
bition of the kind in the city. 

At that time Chicago had a population of 
40,000 inhabitants. The city extended south 
to Twelfth street, north to Chicago avenue, 
and west to Halsted street. The lake came 
up to the east side of Mishigan avenue and 
the breakwater was about where the Illinois 
Central railroad tracks are now situated. 

The fireworks were set cf from a plat- 
form erected for that purpose. There was 
not ah omnibus in the city to carry paseen- 
gers, and street cars were unknown. 

The rapid growth of the city since that 
time to.a place among the largest cities of the 
world is a wonderful exhibition of the vita! 
forces that have been at work among its 
citizens,

Memphis, Tenn., June 80.—[Special.]—To- 
night at 12 o’clock prohibition of the sale of 


‘intoxicating Mquors becomes statewide in 


Tennessee. The four -wet spots of Memphis, 
Nashville, Chattanooga, and Lafollette, the- 
oretically, will become dry. The latter, a lit- 
tle mining town in the east Tennessee moun- 
tains, never has voted dry under the laws 
which during the last five years swept liquor 
from all but the cities of the state, — 

The prefent law is an extension and gen- 
eral application of the statute In force out- 
side of incorporated towns, prohibiting the 


sale of alcoholic beverages within four miles. 


It is said there 
are three spots in.the state where the sale 
can be continued, all within fifteen miles of 
this city. ; 

Some of the retailers will fight the law, al- 
though the county and city officials have an' 
nounced their intention of immediately ar- 
resting all violators. But it is the law pro- 
hibiting the manufacture of the liquors on 
which the big fight will be made. 

The wholesale dealers of Nashville have 
been advised that they have the right to sell 
their goods to consumers outside the state of 
Tennessee and .that they would have the 
right to sell to one another. The wholesale 
dealers of Nashville are to establish branch 
houses in Kentucky, from which liquors can 
be purchased by persons in Tenneszee. 


MIDNIGHT ENDS 191 SALOONS. 

Charleston, W. Va., June 30.—For the first 
time in half a century West Virginia’s state 
capital became wholly “dry” at midnight 
tonight by the refusal of the Charleston city 
council to grant a renewal of saloon licenses, 
The ringing of church bells at the midnight 
hour marked the closing of forty-nine sa- 
loons and six wholesale liquor houses. Al- 
together one hundred and forty-two saloons 
in the state closed.

STRIKE OF 10,000 WORKERS 
TIES UP TIN PLATE MILLS. 


Men Walk Out in Plants of the Steel 
Corporation in Protest Against the 
Company’s “Open Shop’’ Policy. 


Pittsburg, Pa., June 30.—Late returns re- 
ceived at the headquarters of the Amailga- 
mated association indicated that every sheet 
and tin plate mill of the Steel corporation 
would ‘be tied up at midnight and that fifteen 
plants, with a capacity of 100 hot mills, closed 
because of the strike against the company s 
open.shop proposition. 

Fourteen of the sixteen independent sheet 
and tin plate manufacturers, in conference 
with the executive committee of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Iron, Steel, and Tin 
Workers, today signed the union scale, and 
the other two, whose plants are idle, will 
sign up, it is said, before, they begin opera- 
tions. 

On account of the strike In the Steel cor- 
poration’s plants the independents expect to 
be running full force within sixty days. 
The conditions of the new scale are that last 
year’s agreement shall be in force unless 
concessions are made to the combine and in 
that event the independents are to receive 
like concessions. . 

The Follansbee brothers’ tin mill at Fol- 
lansbee, W. Va., and the Pope tin mill of 
this city today signed the scale asked for 
by the Amalgamated association, thus pre- 
venting a strike at these plants. About 1,000 
men are affected.

Directors Ready to Make Payment on 
Washington Street Property. 


The new nome of the Association of Com- 
merce was made a practical certainty yester- 
day. The sum of- $76,000 remains to be?

E. N. Las Predicts Chiongo 
Will Be Hub of Motor 
Trunk Lines from East. 


THINKS STEAM WILL GO. 


Division Engineer of Traction 
Board Declares This City 
Will Assume Lead.

Visions ef Chicago as the great western 
center of a network of electrified steam 
railroads and the western 
electric trunk lines from the east were out- 
lined before the Dlectric club at its noon- 
day. meeting yesterday by Edward N. Lake, 
division engineer of the traction board of 
supervising engineers. 

Speaking on ‘Some Phases of Steam Raill- 
road Electrification,’’ Mr. Lake outlined the 
marvelous growth of the electric street and 
interurban railways. He said the mileage 
had increased 149.8 per cent annually since 
1800, and he predicted a similar development 


for steam railroad electrification, with Chi- 


cago gradually assuming the lead. 

“The operating advantages of electrified 
roads over steam already have been made 
clear in the reports of experts on the lines 
already in operation,” he said. ‘‘ Reduced 
to its simplest terms electrification con- 
sists in substituting for the steam locomotive 
three electrical elements, a generating sys- 
tem, a distributing —_— and a motive sys- 
tem.’ 


As Durable as Steam. 

“ Furthermore, a part which is displaced 
will not go to the scrap heap any more rapid- 
y = s directly than under nonelectrified oper- 
ation. 

In the electrification of elevated railways, 
Mr. Lake pointed out, Chicago antedated 
New York by some six years. 

“Since that time,’’ he said, “‘ Chicago ap- 
parently has been content to wait for the 
valuable results and experience to be gained 
from the electrical operation of the New 
York terminals before venturing into the fieid 
of steam road electrification. It is apparent, 
however, from the Activity which is being 
manifested by the Illinois Central railroad 
that New York will not much longer enjoy 
the distinction of having the only large elec- 
trification projects in the United States. 

“When our population centers are served 
by the electrified steam railroad terminals 
it is logically certain that—just as in the case 


of the interurban electric railway—the tip 


ends of one electrified terminal system will 
be connected with the tip ends ofanother. So 
will come the enlarged electrified network 
which ultimately will become a country- 
wide system.” 


a Change on Erie Board. 

A change in the Erie directorate was made 
by the election of E. H. Gary, chairman of 
the United States Steel corporation: R. 8. 
Lovett, vice president and general counsel 
of the Union Pacific; George W. Perkins of 
J. P. Morgan & Co., and L. F. Loree, presi- 
dent of the Delaware and Hudson company. 
Gary and Perkins represent the Morgan in- 
terests in the control of the road and Loree 
and Lovett will look after the Harriman in- 
terests. Three former directors, Alexander

HEADS OF TWO RAILROADS 
DENY.THAT COAL POOL EXISTS 


Lehigh’s President Says 1896 Balen. 
ment, Fixing Percentage to Be Car- 
ried by Each, Was Never Kept. 


New York, June 30.—The coal carrying 
railroads today coucluced their presentation 
of evidence in defense of a suit brought by 
the governmen uncer the anti-trust law 
with the submission of testimony by Presi- 
dent: E. B. Thomas of the Lehigh Valley 
railroad company and President William H. 
Truesdale of the Lackawanna. Hearing wag 
then postponed until September. 

Mr. Truesdale denied the existence of a 
rate agreement between the anthracite roads. 
He admitted, however, that representatives 
occasionally discussed selling prices. The 
Lackawanna, he testified, had not made a 
rate reduction since 1903. 

Mr. Thomas likewise denied that there had 
been an agreement between the roads to cur- 
tall the output of coal or fix its price. He 
said that a tentative agreement was reached 
by the presidents of the anthracite roads 
at a meeting in 1896 as to the percentage of 
coal to be carried by each road, but this 
agreement was never kept. 

Asked about the purchase of the Pennsy}- 
vania Coal company by the Erie Mr. Thomas 
said it. was made to secure the tonnage of 
the former company for the Erie. J. P. Mor- 
gan bought the coal company and transferred 
it to the Erie, said Mr. Thomas. . 


Lackawanna Coal Company Formed. 

New York, June 30.—(Special.]—The Coal 
Vending association of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western, the’ organization of 
which was decided upon last week in com- 
pliance with its decision in the commodities 
case, was incorporated in New Jersey today 
as the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Coal company. Its capitalization is $6,800,- 
000, and! all the stock is common, with a par 
value of $50 a share, the same as that of the 
railroad company. The incorporators are 
Percy R. Pyne of Princeton and Edward 
E. Loomis, and William Fahnestock of Hobo- 
ken. 

The company’s charter authorizes it to 
mine, buy, sell, and otherwise deal in coal 
and other commodities. None of its officers 
will be an officer of the railroad company. 

The new company will buy Lackawanna 
coal] at the mines and take over the selling 
business now conducted by the railroad 
company. As at present, the railroad will 
have the benefit of the coal traffic from its 
own mines and the merchandising of the coal 
will proceed as at present, though under 
different direction.

Bartiett-Patten were 
free sellers of July at $1.16 and over. Local 
traders were the best buyers on the advance. 


General Outlook Encouraging. 

While rains were quite general in the 
southwest. and there was some talk of floods 
doing damage, the consensus of opinion was 
that no material damage had been done and 
that harvesting had not been much retarded. 
The weather map on the whole was regarded 
as favorable. Harvesting operations are 
progressing northward rapidly and farmers 
are selling to arrive a little more freely. 
One firm bought 150,000 bu new wheat and 
‘hedging sales were a factor. Nebraska re- 
ports indicated that yields would be above 
a@n average and that harvesting would begin 
Mext week. Several cars of new wheat were 
received at Kansas City, but cash prices 
were not materially lower. Gid crop pre- 
miums continue to be maintained and sales 
were. about 60,000 bu, most of which was No. 2 
hard winter. 


Paris Market Is Lower. 

The Paris market was %@lc lower, which 

@id not indicate that much concern was felt 
regarding the deplorable (7?) cordition of 
the crop in France. Private cables said the 
yield would be disappointing and that higher 
prices were expected. The cables emanated 
from a epeculative house on the other side. 
Liverpoo! closed 4@ied higher. Antwerp was 
.%c up, Berlin %c higher, and Budapest kc 
lower. 
Reports from the northwest and Canada 
were favorable and there were emphatic de- 
nials of the black rust stories circulated the 
previous day. Leading firms in the north- 
West say crop prospects could not be any 
better. 


Argentine Drought Big Factor. 
Argentina promises to be a disturbing fac- 
tor in the wheat trade this season, judging 
, from reports that have come from that coun- 
try so far. Drought continues and the crop 
undoubtedly has a bad start, with possibly a 
decrease in theacreage. Harvesting is under 
way in Russia and prospects for a big yield 
‘re excellent, although warmer weather is 
needed. Lighter shipments trom Russia are 
predicted until new crop wheat begins to 
move, as port stocks are small and arrivals 
light. Primary receipts for the day were 
128,000 bu, compared to 289,000 bu a year 
ago. Local receipts were 1 car, with none 
estimated fortoday. Noexport business was 
reported. Clearances for the day were 
42,000 bu. 


Shorts Cover Freely in Corn. 
Covering by shorts was again a factor in 
boosting corn values and prices at the close 
were tec up for December, ce better for July, 
and unchanged for December. Lowest quo- 
tations wre registered at the start. Shipping 
sales were heavy at 330,000 bu and cash 
prices were %@%c better, offerings being 
light. One 5,000 bu lot of No: 2 corn was 
delivered on June contracts, part of the corn 
* delivered costing 73c, or fully 2¢ over the 
July. No complaint is heard in regard to the 
growing crop except that fields are weedy 
in sOme sections. Reeeipts were small at 
153 cars, with 168 promised for today. Pri- 
mary arrivals were 532,000 bu, against 537,- 
000 bu a year ago. Cudahy brokers Were 
credited with covering big lines of July corn 
and there was buying of short corn by Bart- 
lett-Patten. Selling was scattered. Liver- 
poot closed unchanged to 4d off. 


. Rust Reports Help Oats. 

Deferred oats futures were bought quite 
freely on rust reports from Iowa and Indiana. 
July. was under pressure early, but dlso 
firmed up near the close.

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INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON CHANGE. 


At a hearing before the railroad and warehouse 
commission yesterday arguments were submitted 
by members of the grain committee of the board 
of trade and other interested men in the grain 
trade relative to the proposed change in the 
rule regarding the grading of hard winter wheat. 
It was the general desire that the present rule rela- 
tive to the mixing of hard wheat with soft winter 
be charged so that the 
Wheat will be shown. Under the old rule ifa 
amount of hard wheat was mixed with soft winter 
the mixture was called hard winter... As tong Bs 
soft winter wheat Was at a premium this worked 
all right, but the last year when No. 2 hard sold 
at a premium a good dial of soft wheat was 


worked off as No. 2 hard, .nuch to the diesatisfac- « 


tion of foreign buyers, who supposed they were 
obtaining hard winter wheat which they need for 
their mills. It is now proposed that any mixture 
of hard winter wheat shall be graded mixed wheat 
so there will be no deception practiced. A possible 
exception to this may be Ahat hard winter wheat 
may contain 25 per cent of soft varieties. While 
the members of the commission will not render 
any decision for a few days it Is thought extreme- 
ly likely that they will make the change outlined 
above, 


One 5,000 lot of corn was delivered on June con- 
tract yesterday, Armour delivering that amount 
to Jesse Fisher. It was reported that part of the 
wheat delivered cost 73c, or about 24c over the 
July. The transaction was regarded as unusual 
and indicates there Will be difficulty in getting 
any corn for delivery today. All deliveries on 
July contracts are expected to be light, with the 
possible exception of:oats. All the contract wheat 
is still.at too high ® premium to permit of Geliv- 
erles while stocks of corn are light. Quite liberal 
stocks of oats are In store here, but it is not gen- 
erally believed there wil] be a great deal sent out. 


‘*The new crop year opens with prices ranging 
from 20 to 30 per cent higher than last year,’’ said 
Wrenn & Co. ‘* The speculative sentiment is now 
as unanimously bullish as it Was bearish a year 
ago. The crop outlook is better, and unless there is 
a serious shrinkage in the spring wheat crop the 
yield promises to exceed last year’s. The foreign 
situation does not look as strong as in 1908. World's 
shipments for the month of July averaged about 
5,000,000 per week, and the amount afloat de- 
creased materially.’’ 


A special Russian cable read: ‘' In the southern 
region, where harvesting will shortly commence, 
the outlook {s excellent and a large yield is ex- 
pected.
